of Commerce.

ISKW York, Nov. 16.—Presidfint-elect 
I Grovor Clevt-iliind was one of the honored 
{jfuo^ts last ni^ht at the 12^lth annual din- 
( ner of the chumher of commerce, held at 
Dehnonico's. 
Three 
hundred 
guests 
wt^re Keated in the large baiuiueting hall 
when Kev. Dr. Willium Vibbert, pastor 
of Tiiuity chnpel, said 
at 7:15. 


On a rallied diaa was placed the table of 
honor, in the centre of which was seated 
Mr. Alexander K. Urr, the ¡n'esitlent of 
the banquet. i)n either side oi Mr. Orr 
were Mr. Cleveland and Hon. Charles 
Foster, and among others seated were 
Senator Carlise, Carl iSchurz, ex-Gov- 
ernor Campbell of Ohio, Chauncej'' M. 
Depew, Wiiitelaw Reid, Rev, Dr. John 
Hall, Hon. W. C. P.Breckenridge, Murat 
Halstead, 
William 
Havemeyer and 
Henry Clews. 


There were several absentees. 
One of 
these Hon. Stephen B. Elkins, secretary 
of wai', who was to rej)lv to the toast 
'•The President of the Ùnited States." 
Barun de Fava was also oiqoected, but 
failed to be present, and this was the 
case with Hon. Frank Hiscock. 
There 
were two eruests present, however, who 
filled vacancies at the president's table. 
These were ex-Governor Campbell of 
Ohio and Senator John J. Carlisle. 
Miller's Tribute lo Harrison. 


It was 9:30 when President Orr called 
for order and, amid the clouils of frar 
gi'ant Havanas, made a graceful speech 
of welcome. Mr. Orr concluded by giv- 
ing the first toast, wliicli wiis responed 
to by Attorney General Miller. Mr. 
Miller responded to the toast, **The 
Presidiuit of the United States," for 
which Secretary Elkins had been orig- 
inally slated. Mr. Miller was hardly 
prepared for the change and sa^d he aj)- 
proached the task assigned him with 
great diffidence and really *'imder pro- 
test." 


Continuing, the attorney general said: 
am also embarrassed in the subject 
which has been assigned to me as the 
toast. I have not wont in tlie twenty 
years of intimate association with Presi- 
dent Harrison to attempt to analyze his 
character, to catalogue his great qual- 
ities, to try to determine wherein he was 
weakest; but I have been accustomed to 
work l>eside liiin, each of ustrnngto ac- 
complish that which was set l>efore us as 
the task; I CiUi only say thut never in all 
that twenty 3'ears have 1 found him to 
fall l>elow the expectation which wai en- 
tertained as to what he could and what 
ho would do. 


'*T(might, ais I think of my friend sit- 
ting in his lonely home, watching for 
the face that shall never gladden his 
fii'esido again, waiting for the fooUidl 
that shall never come, lisieiiine: for the 
voice whose music he shall never again 
hear, I cannot but feel that the best 
tribute I can pay to liini is tliat of sim- 
ple. unspoken sympathy." 


General Miller then closed liia speech 
by a commentaiy upon the official duties 
devolving uijon tho iH'e.sident of the 
United States and de^jrecatorv of the 
tendency of tho legislature to encroach 
upon these executive duties. 


In the absence of Baron Fava Mr. 
Sinclair McElway, of Brooklyn, re- 
sponded to the toast, "Italy." 


"Commerce aud CiviliziUion," was re 
Bponded to by Rev. John Hall, and Hon. 
William C. P. Breckeuridge, of Ken- 
tucky, re8ix)nded to **The House of Rep- 
resentatives," 
'»Commerce and Educa- 
tion" was responded to l)y President J. 
G» Sclitirman, of Cornell university. 


Professor Schurman's was the last on 
the regular toa^.t list. Ko sooner was 
this announced than a storm of cries for 
**Clevelaud', and *'Depew" arose. Mr. 
Depev/ arose smilingly and waving liis 
hand, cried '^Cleveland." Mr, Cleveland 
at last arose, and and after the bursts of 
api)lauBe liad somewhat subsided, the 
president-elect spoke as follows: 
PreNident-lOlect Clovciaii(l*s Si>eech, 


' * Mr. Piussidknt and Gentlemen—I am 
exceodifigly gratified b}' the kindness 
and warmtli of your gi-eeting. It does 
not surprise me, however, for 1 liave 
seen and felt on more than one occasion 
the cordial liospitality and heartiness of 
those who assemble at thelannual din- 
ners of our chamber of commerce, 


*'We have noticed that many men, 
when they seek to appear esixicially wse 
and impressive, speak of 'our business 
interests' as something awful and mys-' 
teiious, and quite often Avhen a projiosi- 
tion is under discussiim its merits are no 
longer apparent to those whoso hair is on 
end at the solemn suggestion that *our 
business interests' are lying in wait Avith 
numerous vials of wrath in complete 
readiuesB for tiiose wJio arrive at an un- 
accepted C(;nclutdon.

rhoile Island[*s Name. 


Several explanations are given of the 
manner in which Rhode Island acq uired 
a name. 
One supposition is that from 
the abundance of cranberries found in 
the marshes of this province it was 
called by the Dutch, lloode 
Eylandc. 
Others suppose that the original 
namíí 
was Kuel do Eg;lant 
(the red 
island), 
from the fact that some clay 
banks 
at 
certain points along the coast gave it a 
reddish tinge. 


It is most likely, however, that it was 
named from the Island of lihodes in tho 
Mediterranean, and this supposition 
is 
strengthened by the discovery of tho fact 
that on January 13, 1644, the General 
Court of Elections passed an ordinance 
reading as follows: 
*'It is ordaineJ by 
this court that 
tho island commonly 
called Aquethneck shall be henceforth 
called tho Island of 
Rhodes, or 
Uhodo 
Island.'' 
Aquethneck was the 
Indian 
name, and it is probable that some odds 
and ends of learning among the 
colon- 
ists induced them to select this classical 
name.

Cooking by electricity is recommenaeJ 
because all the heat generated goes direct 
to the purpose for which it is required, 
80 that pone ia wasted, and coniequently 
the current, with proper contrivances, is 
as cheap as gas. 
A polished copper ket- 
tle in which tho water is being boiled by 
electricity looks pretty on the tea-table 
and interesting; but it a good examining 
question 
to ask, says the English Me- 
chanic, how many units of beat are re- 
quired to boil a quart of water from 
fifty degrees Fahrenheit, and what is the 
cost of those units from coal, gas and 
electricity respectively. 
It M'ould not be 
surprising to find a suggestion made in 
some quarters to use electricity to gener- 
ate steam for driving the dynamos, be- 
cause then there would not De any heat 
wasted up tho chimney» 


TO HEMOVK GIlI3\SErnOM 
t)is3olve cnrbonate of soda in water in 
tl^e proportion of one of the former to 
ten of the latter, and let the liquid bod 
in a clean, untinned pot. 
Slake eight 
parts of 
quicklime in a covercd vesse' 
and add the hvdrate thus formed to the 
boiling liquid', stirrinc: it 
meanwhile. 
Great care must bo exorcised in using 
this caustic solution, says the Indust/ial 
World, aud it must not be allowed to 
touch the handá; the glass must thore.^ 
fore bo dipped in it by the aid of tonga 
or pliers. 
When the grea^o is dissolved 
the glass is to be well brushed and sub 
sequently rinsed in water. 


A CULTKAUY MAKESHtPT. 


It is said that some of tho most, valu- 
able discoveries have been made by acci- 
dent, and there is every reason to believe 
the statement. 
Not iongsince, an inex- 
perienced housekeei>er found herself in 
a dilemma from which she 
extracted 
herself in a rather convenient and orig- 
inal fashion. 
Being left alone in the 
house for a few days, she was somewhat 
discoucertcd by the arrival of unexpected 
guests. 
It was necessary to prepare a 
hasty breakfast in order that they might 
get an early train; the oatmeal, there- 
fore, was partly cooked tho night before 
aud was set on^ the* back of the kitchen 
range to be ready for tho morning. 
As 
often under such circuoistauces, the pro- 
portions were somewhat out of order, 
and when the breakfast time came the 
oatmeal was little better thau porridge. 
Crowding the ñrc seemed to dono good, 
and as there Avas no time for cooking 
anything else, she ventured an experi- 
ment. ' W h e a t flour was sifted into the 
dish and stirred 
rapidly 
to 
prevent; 
lumps. 
After a moment's cooking, it 
was served, and, as might be iniagiLed, 
with a good deal of doubt as to results. 
But the unanimous verdict of the party 
that it was the best oatmeal they had 
ever tasted set doubt at rest and taugh. 
the housekeeper a very useful lesson. 


THE COCKROAClI TEST. 


Cockroaches are somewhat of a nui* 
sanee when they become too 
numerous 
about a house, but they are at the samo 
time useful in destroying 
bedbugs, 
especially in ships and in tho tenements 
of our large cities. 
There are several 
species known under tho general name 
of cockroach, but perhaps the most com- 
mon is the Blatta orientalis, a nacive of 
the East Inaies, but now pretcy well dis- 
tributed 
over 
the world, and perhapa 
this is the one of which you 
conplain, 
but we arc not ccrtain in the absence of 
specimens. 
In the Oriental 
cockroach 
the females have only rudimentary wings. 
End those of 
the males arc slightly 
shorter 
than the body. 
Tais species 
may be destroyed by placing pho3j)noru3 
p-iste in their hiding places or in the 
rooms frequented by them at night. 
A 
good way to wage war upon this pest is 
to put a little of the paste on bits of 
paper and lay these about the room 
where the roaches are most abundant 
and late in the evening, after the family 
have retired. 
Then let some one get ui) 
early and gather up the poison and sweep 
up the dead cockroaches which 
will be 
found lying about on the 
floor. 
The 
kitchen is the room usually 
most fre- 
quented by the roaches; consequently is 
tho best one in which to 
poison 
tnem. 
Repeat the operation as long as any dead 
cockroaches are to be found. 
As 
the 
young roaches will be hatching out as 
long as there are any eggs left, it will bo 
necessary 
to use a little poison ones a 
week for a month or longer. 
We have 
known badly infested houses to be' en- 
tirely cleared of these pests by the use 
of phosphorus paste in the way we have 
described- 
Most druggists 
keep tliis 
paste on sale, for it is largely used tor 
destroying rats, mice and other vermin, 
—^ew York Sun.

Potato Salad—Boil potatoes until soft; 
slice thin; add a few slices of 
boiled 
beets cut into small dice and a little 
parsley picked to pieces. 
Serve with 
French dressing. 


Baked Bananas—Selectlargo red onea^ 
take the skin oil one section of the ba- 
nana, loosen the skin from them, put a 
row in a dripping pan with the side up 
from which you took the peeling, sprinkle 
sugar over them, bake half an hour iu 
quick oven. 


Johnny Cake—One cupful of butter- 
milk, one-half teaspoonful of soda, one- 
half teaspoonfuls of salt, one heaping 
tablespoonful of sugar, three tablespoon- 
fuls of melted shorteninc:. 
Tt^ke one 
part ot fine corn meal, one part wheat 
flour and make a stiil batter. 
Bake in » 
moderate oven for half an hour. 


Baked Tomatoes—Chop a small onion 
very fine and fry it* a delicate brown in 
one tablespoonful of butter. 
Add a can 
of tomatoes, beason with 
salt, 
pepper 
and a teaspoonful of sugar and cook ten 
minutes. 
Butter a pudding dish, put a 
layer of tomatoes, then of fine bread 
crumb? and a lew bit^ of butter. 
Fill tho 
dish in this way, having the last layer 
buttered crumbs, and bake brown in a 
hot oven. 


Prunes—Prunes when fresh are met 
to eat, but not as desirable for canning 
as fruit which is more tart. 
Dried prunes 
are very healthful. 
Wash thoroughly in 
sevtrial waters, then leave over night in 
cold water. 
In tho morning pour prunes 
and water into u porcelain kettle, and 
cook over one hour slowly; when nearly 
donev add what sugar is needed, skim 
out the prunes, and cook the juice a 
while loQuer.

The wonderful growth of property in 
vested in the railroads can be seen from 
tho following:

Cave. 
The latter is the biof^cit of 500 
great caverns in tho United States, 
All 
of them are inhabited by numerous other 
sorts of creatures that have no eyes for 
vision. 
Literally speaking-, there is no 
such a thino- us a blind iish, since tho 
most sifihtlcss of the iinny tribe possesses 
visual,organs in a rudimentary condition. 
But, through 
want ot \:se, the optic 
ganglia and nerves have broken down 
and been absorbed. 


Among the animals in these caves 
where Egyptian darkness ever dwells avo 
blind crayliah, colorless, which in the 
water by torchlight 
look 
like white 
phantoms of their outdoor kind. 
Now 
and then in such places one comes across 
a common fr^g, emaciuted and seemingly 
discouraged, which has found its way, 
how no one knows, 
to the Tartarean 
realms. 
Also one discovers oirious cave 
rats, of the same color as the domeatic 
rats, 
but with longer bodies, like a 
weasel's, more developed whiskers 
and 


much bigger 
ears. 
Of bats there are 


multitudes in the caverns, as one might 
expect, inasmuch as they are creatures of 
darkness. 


Spiders of several kinds are found in 
the caves. 
They are uniformly small, 
weak and of sedentary habits. 
No webs 
do they spin, save a few irregular threads 
sometimes. Whatthey live upon is rather 
a puzzle, though it is supposed that they 
catch stray mites and other such 
small 
fry. 
Scavengers constitute a large part 
of the population of the ciiverns. 
Car- 
nivorous beetles are plentiful, particuhu-- 
ly in those places "where parties take 
ment had sent to him to pay for neces- -I lunch.

He says that between the close of 
the last war and the year 18S9, France 
spent a sum equal to $3,500,000,000 for 
the support of her military and 
naval 
forces, and more than $500,000,000 for, 
•the renewal of her military material, or 
say, $3,000,000,000 in all.

A brave French oliicer,now on the re. 
tired 
list, wlio lost his right arm

the Franco-Prussian war, appeared as a 
witness before court in a city in the 
south of France a few weeks ago, relates 
tho New Orleans Times-Demoomt.

be accomplished chiedy by a few iungi. 
It is said that meat hung up at the mouth 
of one of these caverns remains fresh for 
a long time, and it is surmised that the 
bacteria which causes things to become 
putrid arc probably rare in the under- 
ground atmosphere. 


No animals whatever are found in the 
dry parts of the caves. 
Dampness, or a 
certain degreed of moisture, seems to be 
essential to their existence. 
Under the 
stones one finds white, eyeless worms, 
and in the damp soil around about arc to 
be discovered blind beetles in little holes 
which they excavate and 
bugs of the 
thousand-leg sort. 
These thousand-leg 
bugs, which in the upper world devour 
fragments of dead leaves and other veg- 
table debris, sustain life in the caverns 
by feeding upon decayed Avood, fungus 
growths and bats* dung. 
Kneeling in a 
beaten path one can see numbers of them 
gathered about hardened drips of tallo;v 
from tourists' candles. 
There are i^lcn- 
ty of crickets also. 


So far as the insects of the cave are 
concerncd, the loss of sight which they 
gradually undergo is suiRciently 
wed 
understood. 
The first step is a decrease 
in the number of the facets which make 
up the compound eyes, with a corre- 
sponding diminishment of the lenses and 
retina?. 
After four or five generation« 
the eyes become useless. 
It would be 
most interesting to breed these or other 
blind creatures of the cave-j in the liji'ht, 
SO as to find out if they would get tncir 
sight 
back- 
In all animals, ineluiiug 
man, it is found that nature tries to com- 
pensate for loss of vision by increasing 
the power of the sense of touch. 
Thus 
the antennaj of cave insects grow re- 
markably long. 
It is very curious to 
find that nothing in their behavior sug- 
gests the fact that they are blind. 
They 
walk, run, stop, explore the ground an J 
try to escape from the grasp of th«i bug 
hunter just if they really saw. 
The 
light of a candle startles them as much 
as if they perceived it vjsually. 
It is a 
remarkable fact, proving that the ances- 
tors of these creatures could see, that in 
the embryo stage of their existence they 
have eyes well developed. 


In tho abysses ot the oceans, below 
500 fathoms, many animais have, cither 
imperfect eyes or cone. 
Their condition 
in this regard aliords a suggestive paral- 
lel to that of cave liie and the causes are 
probablv tho same. 
Science is of tho 
opinion that all deep-sea life originally 
emigrated 
Irom the 
shallows. 
Tno 
cieatures which dwelt in the darkness of 
tho depths naturally lost their powers of 
vision after a while. 
It is the same way 
with tho mole, which is doubtless de- 
scended from progenitors which could 
see. 
Blindness in the mole is the result 
of a degeneration of the optic nerve, tho 
consequence of which is that 
images 
formed in the eye itself are not 
trans- 
mitted to the animal's 
consciousncos. 
Occasionally a mole can see a llttio out 
of one eye which has retained its com- 
munication with the brain. 
It is not 
that the mole is born blind, out that it 
inherits a tendency to atrophy of the 
visual organs just as people derive from 
their parents an inclination to cunsumj}- 
tiou or other diseases. 
Some day in the 
future there may bo no such thing as a 
mole that is not entirely and hopelessly 
blind.

The female goldfinch is a 
poor cai^'c-bird and is never in demand. 
Canaries are going out of style, although 
those imported from the Hartz Moun- 
tains are still tho prince of fcongsterS. A 
good many people are now buying non- 
pareils, a bird of fine plumage, from the 
Gulf States. They have a low sweet note. 
Mocking birds will always be popular. 
The best variety 'comes 
from Texas, 
where they are taken out of 
the nests 
while young and fed by 
hand. 
The 
mocker is the only bird that can whistle 
a tune successfully and it takes only a 
short time to teach one such a tune as 
"Lauterbach." 
The 
red bird is 
tho 
hardest known bird to keep, as he will 
put his brains out in a cage if not cared 
for properly. 
He is a hearty bird if he 
survives the first season, but it is neces- 
sary to change tho cage frequently from 
a high to a low point, then Irom indoors 
to outdoors. 
All rea birds are trapped 
and then they sing only after they are 
tamed, 
Tiie black bird is rarely seen 
as a cage bird. 
The American black 
bird is a poor pet, 
but the 
European

Winiam IloJiry Harrison. 


William Henry 
Harrison 
tho ninth 
President of the United States was of an 
old Virginia family, around whose man- 
sion is spread the beautisul estate of 
Berkely. 
In it a singer of the Declara- 
ation of Independence had been born, 
and again one of the Presidents. 
Har- 
rison was 
born February 9, 1773. 
He 
graduated at Hampden Sidney College, 
and then went to Philadelphia to study 
medicine. 
But he was n born soldier, 
and when an army was gathered to fight 
the Indians in tho west he immediately 
joined it. 
At the age of nineteen he 
was with Wayne in all his confiicts with 
tho 
northwestern 
tribes, 
where 
he 
greatly distmguished 
himself 
by 
his 
wisdom and bravery. 
In 1801 he was 
chosen Governor of that immense dis- 
trict now including the States of Indiana, 
Illinois, Michigan and Wisconsin. 
The 
population of this tract was much scat- 
tered and exposed to continual attacks 
from tho Indians. 
For nearly 
fifteen 
years ho remained in this far west and 
distant country, watching it settle into 
peaceful and wonderful prosperity. 
Ho 
was inaugurated 
Chief 
Magistrate in 
Alarch, 1641; and perhaps no man since 
Washington has received such an eu' 
thusiastic and spontaneous welcome as 
tho hero of Tippecanoe. 
For 
ouly 
twenty days did he bear the clamor of 
office seekers and 
tho fatigue of the 
routine of state ljusiness; then his slight 
constitution, already undermined by his 
Western life, gave way and just one 
month after liis inauguration he died. 
He was an honest man, a brave general, 
and a true IOVCA' of his country. 
Tho 
last words his lips uttered were a wish 
for tho perpetual existence of the Con- 
stitution. 
At his death he was in his 
sixty-ninth year.—DeCroit I^Vce Prm^

TO PUESEnVE TENDER PliANTS. 


Tea-roses and other tender plants that 
are known as half hardy will need some 
protection during the winter. 
This may 
bo given by wrapping tho plants in straw 
and staking them to prevent tho cover- 
ing being blown away. 
Tho foot of tho 
straw covering should bo covered with 
eartb for a few inches, and some air ad- 
mitted to tho plants, or they may perish, 
A good plan to winter over roses is to 
drive some stakes around tho plant aud 
fill the space thus inclosed with leaves, 
laying a little coarse manure on them to 
prevent them being blown away.

^ORSE^fAN'S HINTS. 


Judgment is necessary in making up a 
ration for a horse,as there is a great dif- 
ference in requirements and powers of 
assimilation. 
Those with large bones 
and loose looking joints generally require 
more food in proportion to their weight 
than short, 
closely-knit, snng-looking 
horses. 
The rations should be increased 
or decreased as may be necessary to keep 
tho animal in good working condition. 
When idle, the horse requires, and will 
be satisfied wtth, much less food than 
when thero is a large daily expenditure 
of energy in work. If it can be seen that 
increased exertion will be demanded, in- 
crease the food as 
regards quality, and 
work moderately, 
as being 
the best 
preparation for it. As preparation for in- 
creased work it is common to keep 
the 
animal in the stable several days and 
stuff with 
as much food as it will eat, 
as though strength and endurance could 
be bottled up, and the stomach was a 
kind of tender to the engine, from which 
reserves of fuel, or condensed energy, 
could be drawn during the trip. 
Tne 
horse so treated is the one that does the 
journey in a most unsatisfactory manner, 
or breaks down under the extra demand 
on s t r e n g t h . F a r m 
and 
Rome.

atomy and character that he can call 
them to mind at any time. 


The general principles governing trans- 
mission of heredity qualities from parent 
to offspring arc about tho same in all 
animal life, but «'the force of this lies 
iu the application on't," as was observed 
by Captain Cuttle. 
It was long ago 
laid down that '»the iniquities of the pa- 
rents should be visited upon the children 
even to the third and fourth generation." 
The principle isthecno that is studied 
and taken advantage of,reversing tho work 
to make better the breeds of livestock 
we have. 
Dr. Holmes says, 
go al- 
ways—other things being equal—for the 
man who inherits family traditions aud 
the cumulative humanities of at least 
four or five generations." 
This I fully 
believe in. 
Given a dairy bull of a 
family that has for the past three or four 
generations been noted for milk and but- 
ter, and one may safely breed to him. 
•'Heredity makes of every individual tho 
sum or essence of that which has lived 
before him, and is essentially a conserva- 
tive force." We cannot, of course, expect 
all the characteristics of the sire and the 
dam to be transmitted, for here stops in 
atavism, and occasionally brings iu a 
spirit coming from back of several gener- 
ations, and tho peculiarity is not suown 
at all in the two individuals breeding 
from. 
If we could get all the character- 
istics, as we do when we plant a kernel 
of corn or wheat, we would have the very 
ideal of breeding. 
Very much depends 
upon feed, care, climate, 
and all the 
environments. 


Breed only to pedigreed stock. 
What 
is pedigree? 
Simply genealogy; but by 
this we determine the value of the an- 
cestors, We must reject where, from any 
cause, they ore deficient in the lines it is 
desire to breed for. 
Pedigree directs at- 
tention to all the outcrosses; or, if in- 
cline breed, just how far; or, if inbred, 
just the state. 
It 
must be 
under- 
stood that all animals of any value as 
breeding stock are recorded in the books 
of record established for the respsctive 
breeds. 
By refereace to these we may 
accertain the exact status of an aniuial. 
In all cases where there are any doubts 
as to the authenticity of a pedigree, it is 
best to write to the Secretary and 
fini 
out, unless a certificate can be shown 
emanating from the proper authority. It 
is never safe to take anyone's word, 
*»that aaimal is just as good." 
But, 
with an authentic pedigree, 
we cap

SREAKINA TO HORSES. 


TUG "Horse is possessed of as good hear- 
ing as his owner usually, writes a corre- 
spondent,and can be made to heed words 
of coininaud given in moderate tone as 
well as those hurled at him with all tho 
strength of the driver's lungs. 
Some 
have gotten in the habit of yelling at 
their horses as if they were half a mile 
away, and seem to think it is the only 
•way to get along with a tsam. 
It may 
be, if the horses have been educated in 
that way, but'there is no need of teach- 
ing them in the first place. 
I notice that 
the horses of such men don't mind as well 
as those of their milder spoken neigh- 
bors; they seem to have become use to 
tho racket, aud found that nothing less 
than a tcrrific howl (and may be a clod 
or a cut of the whip) means much. 
It 
is noticeable that children constantly 
scolded pay least attention to rebukes, 
and the same holds good with dogs and 
horses in obeying orders. 
I believe as a , 
rule it is best to speak to horses in a tone 
eomewhat above the ordinary, 
always 
taking care to make the command dis- 
tinct. 
Never give a word of command 
unless it is meant. 
Some men 
say 
*'Whoa" when they don't mean for the 
horse to stop at all; result is when they 
say *'whoa" and mean it the horse doesn't 
always stop. 
Another thing is necessary 
—when certain a horse has heard always 
make him obey. 
Some horses are like 
men, they hear but don't heed, and it is 
necessary to wake them up every now 
and then. 
I have never seen a man yet 
that didn't sometimes get rattled and yell 
at his team "with all his power, nor a 
team that wouldn't make most any man 
lose his temper occasionally, but there is 
no need of either man or team making a 
habit of I t .

AVade, of North Dakota, is tho 
science of selecting the iittest, and by 
proper coupling, producing tho highest 
type, 
If it were properly understood, 
we should have arrived at a more ad- 
vanced stage long before this. 
J3ut ig- 
norance pulls down in one year what a 
Blakewell or Bates have been generations 
in building up. 
It is perfectly safe to 
buy a pure-bred bull for use on common 
stock, for somo of bis lines will be of 
advantage. 
Uut when it comes to im- 
proving tho pure-bred, then tho most 
careful thought and experience must be 
brought into action. 
A cardinal prin- 
ciple of breeding is to breed so that tho 
result is something uniformly superior. 
Each generation should be an iuipruve- 
ment on tho last. 
How to do tuis is 
not easily put into words, for a man ;uay 
spend a fortune, and his cow have the 
best of care, yet there may be something 
lacking. 
One good rule is, never to buy 
anything in the shape of a bull because 
he is cheap; a cheap animal may rum a 
lifework. 
But tho breeder must become 
absolutely familiar with every point of 
his brcedin;r cowi, and ic does not pay

it should not be pumped until the cows

out to drink unless the 
temperature of tho air is higher than that 
of the water. 


Now that the cows are in tho barn 
most of the time see that they have free 
access to salt when turned out or elso 
give them a regular ration in the feed 
box or manger.

. bo accustomed have the handlers of 
this fruit become to seeing biir, hairy 
tarantulas crawl out of the bunches and 
'up the legs of their 
tiousers that they 
>vhisk them to the floor and step upon 
Ihem with no more concern than if they 
were harmless Croton bugs or 
caterpil- 
lars instead of the venomous insects that 
. they are. The bite of a South American 
tarantula is in all cases poisonous and in 
many instances deadly, yet their presence 
.«mong banana handlers creates no more 
terror than if they were the most harm- 
lefis of spiders. 


They are more frequently found in 
bananas than any other reptiles, and they 
• come from every place from which ban- 
anas arc shipped. 
They are black and 
luzzy, with long, hairy le:is and 
little 
beudlike eyes, which twinkle and snap 
like electric sparks, and 
their very ap- 
pearance 
would 
strike 
terror to 
the 
hearts of those who are not accustomed 
to seeing them. 
As a rule the bodies of 
these big spiders are about the size of 
the end of u man's thumb, bub 
some- 
times a '^Gulliver'' crawls out into day- 
light, and he is immediately 
captured 
and caged, and the caotor easilv 
sells 
him for from $1 to 
Those of the 
tarantulas whicn are 
not 
aroused 
by the 
jolting of the bunches 
in handling and keep 
in hiding are stowed 
away in the hot cel- 
lars of the dealers, 
where 
they 
become 
warmed up and then 
crawl out and spend'^^v 
the remainder of their ^^'VAiri-rfi'iri, 
days in the cracks of 


sharp, and those who profess to 
have 
knowledge 
on the subject say that its 
bite is poisonous, though not necessarily 
fatal. 


Scorpions of the real zodiac order are 
also 
among 
these 
unwelcome 
banana 
stowaways, and while their stings are 
not 
considered actually dangerous they 
are usually extremely painful, and work- 
men when they are stung by them gene- 
rally stop work for a few hours and re- 
duce the swelling which follows and allay 


workmen for their beauty. 
It is sup- 
posed that they got into the bunches 
when the latter are piled upon the sea 
shore, preparatory to being stowed away 
in the holds of the vessels. 


Kats and mice run out of the bunches 
when they are being jolted about, and n 
few days ago two little bird's eggs were 
discovered by a AVashington street deal- 
er in a picce of folded leaf which had 
become in some way attached to a stalk. 
They were white, speckled with 
brown. 


Of the thousands of 
small 
spiders 
which stick to the bananas none is more 
feared than a red one, which is so small 
that often it is not perceived until it 
has perched itself upon a man's 
hand 
and has injected its sting. 
The sting is 
not fatal, but it causes no end of incon- 
venience, as the spot it penetrates be- 
comes exceedmgly painful and swells up 
to a great size.

animals with which these cellars abound. 


Snakes 
are not infrequently 
found 
coiled around the stalk of a bunc i of 
bananas, and they are seldom 
killed. 
As a rule the variety is peculiar, ;ind 
a 
ready market is always found where they 
caiu be disposed 
of at 
a 
reasonable 
price. 


They rarely escape after the bananas 
have been lilted from the hold of a ves- 
sel. 
If the snake becomes curious when 
the 


air and light strike him and sticAS 
his head out for a survey of the 
sur- 
roundings he IS immediately 
pounced 
upon and imprisoned. 
If he remains to 
be stowed away in the ripening room the 
heat invariably wakes him up and he un- 
coils himself and ciawls out. 


Among the most leared of the reptiles 
is a black snake with a browa 
tinge 
near its under part. 
It usually measures 
about eighteen inches in length. 
Its 
head is rather flatter than is usual with 
enakes, and just back of its head for 
about two inches it is marked with small 
yellow stripes which look something like 
u gold collar. 


The workmen say that its bite is in- 
variably fatal, 
a statement which 
is 
somewhat robbed of its terrors by 
the 
fact that diligent search failed to dis- 
cover anybody who would assume the 
responsibility of making an utiidavitthat 
he ever knew anybody who died in this 
}vay. 
These snakes are generally found 
in 
the consignment of bananas from 
Baracoa, although occasionally tney are 
discovered in shipments from Jamaica 
und Costa Rica. 


Thp most frequent visitor to our shores 
in the snakg' kingdom, on banana ves- 
sels, is what the woricmen call diamond 
snakes, 
There is nothing in tneir ap- 
pearance to indicate the origin of the 
name. 
Mr, Genaro, an Italian wholesale 


he pain at the most convenient liquor 
saloon. When one of these animals lights 
on a fit subject it seems to go about its 
work with all 
its 
body and 
soul. 
It 
catches on with its two arms and head, 
and givinga sudden hump of its jointed 
back It jab^ the end of its needle pointed 
tail into the lledi where it calculates to 
do the most harm, and the subject usu- 
ally jumps and creates an atmosphere of 
a sulphurous odor'about him for several 
minutes. 
The little stowaway then, as 
a general thing, is made to expatiate his 
cruue by being crushed beneath a large 
sized foot. 


Centipedes are not uncommon among 
cargoes ot bananas. 
They are 
not of 
the domestic order commonly known as 
"earwigs'* cither. 
They arc long, fat 
fellows with two rows of saffron colored 
legs and 
brilliant 
purple 
bodiea, and 
their stings are leared more than small- 
pox by the handlers of bananas. 


It is said that these creatures are so 
poisonous that when they walk upon the 
bare iiesh their legs leave a re.I trail upon 
the skin as if a pin had scratched it." It 
is also said that w^th such lightning like 
quickness do they sink the ends of"their 
numerous legs into wheatever they arc 
crawling 
upon, 
when 
they 
become 
alarmed, that it is impossible to knock 
them oil. 
Should the legs penetrate a 
person's flesh, so the men who unload 
ships will tell you, death is inevitable, 
and when the poison is injected the flesh 
mortiiies almost immediately. 


These are the sort of tropical 
centi- 
pedes which reach these 
stiores 
in bi- 


nanas, and when a workman 
discovers 
one crawling upon him he stands per- 
fectly quiet and allows it to 
crawl otf 
without disturbing it. Then it is crushed 
beneath a heavy boot or 
captured and 
sold, as the man feels disposed. 
They 
are 
usually 
summarily 
killed, as the 
workmen prefer foregoing the 
loss 
of 
fiity or seventy-five cents rather "than run 
the chances of bemg stung. 


A peculiar crustacean in the shape of 
a crab also hides itself in the buncnes of 
bananas Irom Jiaracoa occasionally and 
makes a Iree trip to this city. 
How 
these animals find their way among 
the 
bananas is known only to 
themselves, 
but the supposition is that when the fruit 
is piled up 
for shipment 
they

In a dispatch to the Navy Department, 
from St. Johns, N. F . , Lieutenant Peary 
says: **Uuited States Navy claims high- 
est discoveries on Greenland east coast. 
Independence 
Bay,, 82 
degrees 
north 
latitude, 34 degrees west Jongitude, dis- 
covered Juiy 4, 1892. 
Greenland ice- 
caps end south of Victoria inlet.*' 


Lieuteniiut Peary presented his ideas 
3f exploration to the Academy of Natural 
Sciences of Philadelphia 
in 
January, 
IbOl. 
His plans showed 
so 
wide a 


tlllie Itauca uT dl» lOotatopn lo t% litcgtt 
Glacier were discovered, but no sigu of 
the missing man was found, and it is sup- 
posed he lost his life in one of the 
nu. 
merous crevasses. 


This expedition verifies the possibility 
of parties 
making 
their way on 
foot 
toward 
the north 
pole, instead of by 
ships, and this belief has been enter- 
tained before by eminent aud practical 
Arctic explorers. 


Lieutenant Peary's accomplishment re- 
vives the inspiration in 
the heart 
of 
every 
Arctic explorer 
who has 
been 
batlled by ship progress to again 
make 
the attempt over the land, on foot and 
by sledge journey, establishing, as the 
Ime of 
discovery progressed, necessary 
depots of supplies lor the purpose of »e- 
curing retreat, or tiding over unseen de- 
lays. 


Although Peary reached North Green- 
land last year with a broken leg, good 
luck seems to have been his portion. He 
was fortunate in 
being able to 
procure 
plenty of dogs. 
He took with him on 
the ice cap twenty of theso animals, bred 
by the natives of Whale Sound, aud thoy 
hauled four sledges as far as Humboldt 
glacier, 
where the 
return 
party went 
back, and Peary and Astrup, with thir- 
teen dogs 
and 
three 
sledges, kept on 
their course. Peary had killed an abund- 
ance of seals and walrus for dog food 
during the winter, gnd traveled in the 
lightest 
marching 
order. 
Pemmican, 
pea soup, beans and biscuit formed his 
sole provisions. 


Eivard Astrup, who accompanied Peary 
on this journey of 1300 miles, is a young 
Norwegian who had lived iu the United 
States only a few months when he volun- 
teered for the expedition. He was skilled

familiarity with existing conditions«, and 
were so practical in character that the 
academy, which had previously borne 
the expense of the expeditions under Dr. 
Kane and Dr. Hayes, accepted his propo- 
sition and provided the outfit needed for 
the journey. 


It has been the experience of 
Arctic 
explorers who had heretofore attempted 
hiiïh northern latitudes by 
mean-» 
of 
«hips to find that once their way was 
barred by ice it was 
impossible to proceed 
farther 
with 
their 
ships, 
and, 
should 
t h e y 
become 
ice- 
bound, they must re- /r 
main there until their 
vessels are destioyed 
or drift out in the 
springtime. 
Peary, 
recognizing this lact 
made careful arrange- 
ments to travel on foot aud by means of 
filedges. 


The expedition sailed on the 
Kite, 
a steam sealer, which on July 30, 
1S91, 
left the party on the south shore of Mc- 
Cormick 
Bay. 
After 
constructing 
a 
house, a series of boat trips and short 
excursions was begun. 
These trips con- 
tinued through the winter aud until May 
i3d of this year, when Peary and all the 
party, 
excepting 
Mrs, Peary aud Mr, 
Verhoeff, left for the north, 
0;i June 
3d the supporting party returned, having 
parted from Peary and Astrup at Hum- 
boldt glacier. 
From this point they 
continued northward until July 4th they

Peary's enumeration of the Arctic high- 
landers gives a total of less than 250 souls. 
They are apparently decreasing in num- 
bers, but not so rapidly as was supposed 
a lew years ago. 
In their recent inter- 
course with the whites they have been 
favored beyond most savage people. 
A 
large part of the men whom they have 
seen were rough, and they haven't 
al- 
ways been treated with 
justice, 
Kane 
had serious difficulty with the 
natives, 
aud two of his men accused these people 
of plotting against their lives. This time 
they have 
been treated 
by their white 
visitors with kindness, consideration and 
generosity. 


On the North Greenland coast Peary 
found no traces of 
human beings.

While preparing to return home, Mr, 
Verhoeff went on a short geological trip 
to a neighboring settlement. Not returti- 
ifi^Ta search was ma^^* and after some

in Grant land, indicate the most north- 
ern limit of human occupancy. 


Peary intended to do for the Arctic 
highlanders what Holm did for the 500 
natives he discovered on the east Green- 
land coast. 
He bus thoroughly 
carried 
out this purpose. 
He has made a com« 
plete enumeration of the inhabitants, and 
his lon^ association with them enahicid 


niiu to socuio ptiotoi^mpns of fully hal* 
the Arctic hiirhlanders. 
He brings back 
a large quantity of ethnological material, 
includiug tents, costume?, sledses, boats, 
do^s, and photographs of the people and 
dwellinus. 


Eight days after Peary 
and 
Astrup 
loft the parly and pushed 
forwaid by 
themselves thoy saw, says Peary, '*the 
land at the head of 
the 
St. 
George's 
fjord, and then for two weeks were baf- 
fled 
aud harrasscd by storms, fogs, cre- 
vasses and steep ice slopes, while trying 
to weather the feeder basins of the St. 
George's and 
Sheard 
Osborne glacier 
system, the Hatteras of the northern in- 
land ice sea. June2G we were under the 
eighty-second parallel, 
when the land 
which I had been keeping iu 
view to 
the northwest coufrontt^d me to the north 
and northeast and then to the east, de- 
flecting 
me 
to 
thts southeast. 
After 
marching four days to the southeast, the 
land still extending southeast and east, 
I made direct for it toward a large open- 
ing in the mountains 
visible 
over the 
nearer summits, and landed July 1. July 
4, after three days' 
travel 
overland, I 
reached the head of a areat bay, lati- 
tude 81.37, longitude 3 i , 
opening out 
east and northwest. 
I named this In- 
dependence Bay in honor of the day and 
the great glacier 
flowing 
north into it 
Academy glacier. 
I reached inland ice 
again July 7, with footgear cut to pieces 
and selves and dogs exhausted aud dead

Vogotible Odlities. 


Freaks of vegetables, 
especially 
ol 
turnips, radishes, parswips and the like, 
have probably been observed from time 
to time by most people, 
though very 
rarely in 
such 
distinct 
and 
striking 
forms as in these instances, which have 
been recorded 
in old prints, says the 
Strand Magazine. 


The radish, which we give first, grew 
in a sandy soil at H&rlem, more than 20U 
years ago, and was paiuted in fac simile 
by Jacob Peuoy, one of whoso friends 
presented the picture to Glandorp in the 
year 1672. 
This picture was engraved 
by Kirby, showing the'root 
(^xactly as 
we reproduce it here iu Figure 1. 


Nor is this the only instance in which 
the root of a radish has taken this par- 
ticular form, as another, exactly resem- 
bling a human haud with flugers and 
thumb complete, was posses^ied by M''. 
Bisset, 
Secretary 
to 
the 
Birmingham 
Museum, in 1SU2. 


Figure 2 represents a parsnip, which 
also strikingly resembles a hand, but in 
a difl[eremt position, as it appears to be 
grasping another root. 
This oddity was 
sold by a market woman in the ordinary 
course of business, and was passed from 
hand to band as a curiosity until it came 
into the pos^-ession of an engraver, who 
made the drawing of it which we give. 


ruissBnviNo THE CAUKIAGE. 


The preservation of a carriage depends 
largely 
upon 
tbe way iu which it is 
housed, says Good Roads. 
The barn or 
shed should be airy or dry, with a mo- 
derate admission of light. 
Do not let 
the vehicle be rolled near a brick wall. 
The carriaijo house should not be con- 
nected with 
the stable 
or next to the 
manure pit—the ammonia fumes arising 
from the manure ruin varnish. 
Do not 
allow mud to dry on a newly varnished 
carriaye; spcts and stains will be the ic- 
sult if you do. 
Do uot permit water to 
dry of itself on a varnished surface, but 
remove all the moisture with a chamois 
leather only after

MAKING BUTTEU ON 'mV^ FAKM. 


For making good butter on the farm, 
writes Mrs. 13. M. Caldwell, a great deal 
more than is commonly supposed de- 
pends on having cows that give 
rich 
milk. 
The diil'jrence between rich and 
poor milk not only appears in the quan- 
tity of cream raised but 
also in 
the 
quality and appearance of the 
butter. 
There are many good native cows and a 
great many poor ones. 
When I find that 
one of our cows gives poor, thin milk, 
I want her sold for beef, for I 
don't 
want to try to make butter from such 
cows. 
Cows with the Jersey blood are 
the most profitable for butter, and make 
butter oi the best quality and color. 
They don't give as large a quantity as 
some of the other breeds, but they make 
up for it in a richer quality. 
In setting 
the milk I use four quart pans and 
fill 
them about three-quarters full. My milk- 
room is in a c!eau, sweerj dry cellar, 
and I skim as soon as the cream has all 
raised, mix 
the 
dilferent 
skimmings 
thoroughly and churn just as the cream 
has become a little sour, 
I use the old- 
lashioned dash churn, 
fill 
about half 
lull and churn regularly and not 
fast 
and then slow. 
The ccws are given a 
little salt every other day, and this 
I 
think quite important, 
for when it 
is 
neglected for several ('ays the butter will 
be slow in coming. 
I work the butter 
slowly until I get out most ot the butter- 
' milk, then salt it and let it stand over 
night, then work it over again and pour 
oil the milky brine. 
With good cows 
and a clean, cool milk-room, there need 
be no difficulty in making good butter 
on any farm by any one who will attend 
to it properly.—New York World.

broader the foundation, the same will be

And as long

dii];e3tion is perfect the quantity of food 
given may be measured only by that test.

organs, upon which the work or product 
afterward depend, are not. strong enough 
to stand the wear, and the constitution 
gives wuy at au early age. 
This 
ap* 
plies 
as much to calves as to 
colts. 
While 
the horse expends its force in 
motion, the cow does this iu making 
milk. 
Both these products require 
a 
large expenditure of nitrogen, 
and 
a 
highly nitrogenous food and the ability 
to digest and assimilate it are needed; and 
this disposal, of food is only 
possible 
when 
the 
vital 
organs 
are well 
de- 
veloped.

SnEEP AS WEED KILLERS. 


As eaters of brush and noxious plants, 
sheep will do good service, 
but 
they 
mubt not be kept at it steadily, or they 
will grow thin, and their fleeces will 
suller in consequence. 
The flock must 
be compelled to browse only a few days 
at a time. 
After the gratification of this 
diet ceases, tnere is no longer profit in 
confining sheep to such food. 
No other 
live stock demand more constant change. 
If the sheep be 
divided into 
s'everal 
flocks, one may follow another into a 
field where brush or weeds are becoming 
troublesome, and each returned again 
after a week's relief on gniss. 
Most 
plants can be killed by removing the 
leaves during tbe summer. 
The bushes 
should be cut down, that the flocks may 
destroy them by eating every new sprout. 
Briers are more easily subdued early in 
the 
season. 
Large 
fields 
should 
be 
browsed in small plats 
by means of 
movable fences. 
When grass has taken 
the place of brush or weeds in one divis- 
ion of the field, it may be used 
profit- 
ably as an exchange ])asturc, every sec- 
ond week, 
ii-everal Ijells should be kept 
on the flock browsing in tall weeds or 
brush. 
Sheep 
are 
very 
social, 
and 
nothing will so soon cause a cessation of 
industry as a feeling of lonliness. 
Bells 
also deter dogs from attacking the flock 
hidden in an overgrown fleld. The flock 
at this important work must also have a 
regular and abundant supply of 
pure 
water and of salt, and be frequently vis- 
ited by the owner. 
That the 
cleaning 
of the land is not the whole object of 
sheep keeping must be borne in mind. 
AVhen sheep are changed to other fields, 
or to the fold, the time from suuJownto 
dark is preferable, as then they are eat- 
isfied With the day's exercise and food, 
and will follow with less trouble and lie 
more quietly than at noon or daybreak. 
Never drive a fluyk roughly. The sheep.

If cattle are to be wintered largely on 
roughness it is veiy important that they 
bo provided with a comfortable shelter.
